1. If they were not upon a Party Foot, how comes 
it to pafs, that there is fo ftri@ a Confederacy between 
the two Sets of People? Nemine Coniradicente One and 
All; the Alliance is fuch,as never was, where the Caufe 
was not the fame: They are all ofa piece to a Man ; 
Every one,that is againft the Miniftry, and againft the 
Peace, are againft the Trade ; all their Forces are col- 
leSted. and all join’d! How comes this Incorporation of 
Snrerefls ? If the Drift was not the fame, it was impof- 
thle! From whence the MERCATOR draws this 
Jaterence, and ftands by it, that the Complaint againft 
the Commerce is a popular Shift to gain Strength,bring 
over People to their Party-Caufe, and firengthen thie 
Party agrinft the Government: And this indeed is that 
which gives them too infta Title to the Word Fa&ion, 
which other Writers charge them with, and which they 
exclaim at 7s a Name not yufily given them. Oppofi- 
tion and Srrugcles againft Tyranny and Oppreflion, 
have many Things to be faid in their Defence , this 
the MERCATOR allows; bur bandying againft a 
jut Adminifration, and raifing Clamours, where no 
Breach ef the Laws, no Invafion of Property. no Op- 
preflion, can be aflign’d: this. the AZFRCATOR 
thinks. deneminates a FACTION. = Jf this be the Cafe, 
the Charge feems very iuft: If they can clear them- 
felyes of this, then the Word Faction is not their Due.

Thefe things evidently prove, that thefe Men are in a 
Party, and a& the Rage and Bury ofa Party, otherwife 
they would purfie the End., (viz.) the Detence, of 
their Country’s Intereft, by Chriftian and juftifiable 
Means. 


That thefe things are part of the Method, by which 
thefe Men aét, befides what has been sublithed already 
in Anfwer to the perfonal Slanders of their feurrilous 
Authors, the MERCATOR defires to bring a pare 
ticular Inflance, which will be a Teft of thefe Mens 
Candor. 


The MERCATOR, in the juft Charge, which 
he has brought againft the Makers of the Portugal 
Treaty for Invading the ancient and indifpurable Right 
of Parliament, by limiting them in their Raifing Mo- 
ney, and thereby taking from them the Righr, exclu- 
five of all other Powers, to raife Taxes, and thinking 
to inftance in a time,when the greateft Invafion of Right 
had been, had nam’'d that of King James II. in the 
MERCATOR No. 113.

2. A defpetate Engagement in a Party; to carry on 
whith, they will call Evil Good, and Good Evil, wreft 
Mens Words, Cenfure their Thoughts ; and as to pub- 
lick Affairs, will Sacrifice the Liberties of their Country 
to carry on their own Defigus. 


Tafly, This farther proves the fatal Confequence of 
the Treaty it felf: He,that does one evil A<tion, gene- 
rally entails on himfelf a Neceflity of more: By jufti- 








fying the Portugal Treaty, fee, how thefe Men give up 
the Revo! ition, and recommend Tyranny even in the 
fame Breathrt hat they pretend to Deiend the Liberties 


of their Country. Fuere Villsicos! 


Thefe Things bring the MERCATOR back to 
that felonious Treaty, of which fo much has been {aid : 
we may look upon the People,who Negotiated thar 
Affair, like a Man,who makes an unlawful Oath or 
Vow ; for example, Suppofe a Man made a Vow,that 
he would never Eat or never Drink more, what muft 
he do? No queftion his Duty is to ask God pardon for 
his rafh Vow, and break it. The fame Perfons,who 
did this Fa&t, if they were alive, ought to ask theig 
Countries Pardon for making a Treaty inconfiftent 
with the Conftitution, and defire, that it may be decla- 
red, as it really is, void in its own Nature. 


The Oppofers have Talk’d much about this Treaty, 
why do they not enter into the lhort and plai:s Quefti- 
on? Jsica limitation of Parliaments, ot is it not? 
Is ita giving the Power to the Prerogative to raife 
Taxes and limit Taxes without Confent of Parliament, 
or is itnot? Is any Act of a Miniftry fo limiting the 
Parliament void in its own Nature, or is it nor? And 
are they punifhable by our Laws,who fo Invade Parlia- 
mentary Privileges, and are thereby Betrayers of their 
Country, or are they not ? Thefe are plain Queftions ; 
Why do they beat the Buh and dance in a Circle ? 
Let them Anfwer the Queftion. 


The MERCATOR thinks thefe are material 
Points, and merit an Anfwer ; and adds, that unlefS 
thefe Queftions may be Anfwered in the Negarive, it 
isthe MERC ATORs Opinion, that thofe Peoo' 
who aéted in,and Negotiated that Treaty, were guilty 
either of grofs Ignorance, or of wilful Treachery, and 
Betraying their Country. 
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What a Teftimony is here then, that thefe Men, 
who can vindicate fucha Tranfaction as this, are acted 
by Parties! Nothing elfe could poffefs them with fuch 
Madnefs ! But we know their Supporters, whofe Game 
they play, and to whom they have fold their Country: 
Nor can all the Confidence of an illiterate Knighted 
Foreigner, turn’d Pampleteer, either clear them of ihe 
Charge of Betraying their Country, or wafh this Ethio- 
pian (Treaty) clear of its Native Blacknefs and Im- 


purity.
